pseudo-priest the Rev. Hans Schmidt 
the alleged self confessed slayer o 
Anna Aumuller, victim ol' New York's 
river murder mystery, church author 
ities today began a sweeping inves 
tigation of Schmidt's record and hi 
pretentions to ordination. 


"We hope of course to be able to 


prove that this unspeakable monster 
was an iinposter and that he has beer 
using forged papers,' declared -M. Le 
;elle, vicar general of the arch dlo 
eese of New York. 


"That is something which we are 


irying to clear up now. He came to 
this diocese with credentials 
whicl: 


.vere apparently in every way authen- 
tic and genuine, but we know practi- 
cally nothing of him. His crime 
is 


too horrible to 
conceive. 
We 
can 


only hope that he may prove to have 
been a pseudo-priest." 


In his cell in the Tombs with his 
coat as a pillow Schmidt slept sound- 
ly through the night and arose this 
morning to partake of a hearty break- 
fast. He had little to add to his al- 
leged confession of last 
night in 


which he is said to have told 
the 


police that he killed his victim as she 
lay in bed, cut up her body in the bath 
tub of the apartments where he had 
established her, wrapped it in five 
bundles and dropped the bundles in 
the Hudson river. 
To the Rev. L. J. 
Evers the Tomb's chaplain Schmidt 
was said to have made the following 
declaration: 


"1 was directed to kill her by St. 


Elizabeth who is my patron as a sac- 
rifice to be consummated as was the 
.-sacrifice of Abraham in blood." 
To the police Schmidt is alleged to 


have said: 
"1 killed her because I 


loved her.' 
The police believe, however, that 


he killed her because she was soon 
to be a mother.

February and in which he was both 
priest and bridegroom. 


With a view to clearing the mystery

church in Louisville two and 
a half 


years ago, the police sought today to 
obtain from Schmidt some statement 
of what he might know of this crime.

of Rev. Henry B. Westermann rector 
of the Church of the Immaculate Con- 
ception. Aimer Kellner 
disappeared

is now serving a life term in prison 
at Frankfort for the crime.

Schmidt's antecedents little is known 
here save his own claim that he was

In 1909 he went to Trenton, N. J., and 
in December, 1910 was appointed as- 
sistant rector of St. Bonifale church 
in this city.

kee was under discussion before the 
state legislature, delegations of Mil-, 
waukee men appeared before the vari- 
ous committees and urged the reten- 
tion of the fair at its present site at 
AVest Allis/ "Xtl •s6rts"~of 
promises 


were made to influence the commit- 
tee having the matter in charge to 
report favorably 
as to Milwaukee. 


Such, a report was made. 
Janesville, 


Oshkosh, Fond du Lac, the Fox river 
valley, were not even seriously con- 
sidered. Promises and politics played 
their part and the fair remains" in 
Milwaukee. 
The Nineteen Thirteen 


fair has been held. There is a deficit 
in the treasury. 
Inclement weather, 


perhaps, played its part, but the fact 
remains that the 
fair lost money. 


The fair board criticised Milwaukee 
people for not turning out in larger 
numbers. 
In reply 
the 
Milwuakee 


Free Press makes the following state- 
ment which is at variance' with the 
statements made by the Milwaukee 
committee before the legislative com 
mittee last winter. They say: 


"Isn't it about time for the realiza- 


tion that Milwaukee has no material 
benefit from the fair and that its sup- 
port is prompted largely by ideal rea- 
sons? 


"Isn't it about time, too, for the 


realization that a state fair must be 
conducted so as to invife and stimu- 
late patronage from the whole state 
insead of depending wholly on the 
charity and good-will of the people 
of Milwaukee." 


The Sentinel also goes into the 


nuestion and makes suggestions as to 
the methods that should be used in 
conducting the 1914 fair. It suggests 
that there be no evening entertain- 
irents at the fair grounds, that the 
visitors be entertained in Milwaukee. 
This is perhaps the real reason for 
the strenuous efforts that were made 
last winter to hold the fair in Mil- 
waukee. 
They want the money the 


fair visitors bring and in return they 
boost the prices of everything so that 
the average fair visitor does not go 
to Milwaukee again after one experi- 
ence.

Milwaukee visitors 


during the fair week 
usually stay 


down town all the time and never go 
near the fair grounds.

An embroidered 
piece

washed by itself in an earthern bowl 
lo avoid the possibilities of rust or 
other stain. 
Take fairly hot water 


and make a liglit surfs of pure soap. 
Wash quickly. 
If the linr>n is soiled, 


rub that portion between the hands. 
Rinse thoroughly in clean water and 
lay the piece 
'flat between two dry 


towels or thick linen cloths. 
Koll up 


in these so that 
no part of the em- 


broidery can touch any other part of 
the same linen, and wring or twist, so 
that the dry 
linen will" absorb the 


moisture. 
heave 
in this condition 


until the material is absolutely dry. 
Lay the piece face down upon a wel'l- 
parlded ironing 
board, spread clean, 


white cloth over the embroidery and 
iron quickly and 
lightly with a hot 


ron being careful 
not ' to press too 


heavily upon the embroidered portion. 


A hot iron .placed upon embroideries 


n which the silk is wet, will produce 
i. steam, which will ruin the embroid- 
ry. 
To remove scorch from linen, put 


t-wo 
ounces of 
Fuller's earth into a 


saucepan, arid a half ounce of white 
soap, the juice of two large onions 
and one cupful of vinegar. 
Roil to- 


gether for a few minutes, strain into 
a jar and 
keep covered 
for future 


use. 
Spread on the 
scorched parts 


with a knife and allow it to dry on. 
Simpler way 
would 
be to ruii the 


scorched article with dry starch.
